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PROFILE HIGHLIGHTS 


INTRODUCTION 


The following profile consists of a series of Tables and Charts which 
outline the Demographic Housing, Social and Economic Characteristics of 
the Corktown and Stinson Neighbourhoods. 


The 1981 Census was used as a primary source of information. More 
up-to-date information will not be available until the results of the 
1986 Census are published. It should be noted that the trends documented 
in this report may have changed since 198] but it is assumed that the 
relationship between these neighbourhoods and the City have generally 
remained the same. 


Demographic information included in the report was taken from 1985 
Assessment information. 


Much of the attached information is from the Community Profiles for the 
Corktown and Stinson Neighbourhoods prepared by the Social Planning and 
Research Council. These documents should be helpful in providing 
additional information and analyses of trends in these Neighbourhoods. 


HIGHLIGHTS 


The following significant trends have been identified in Corktown - 
Stinson Neighbourhoods during the preparation of this report: 


0 Generally the population of the neighbourhood has remained relatively 
stable with only an increase of 101 people since 1974. this is 
similar to population growth for the City as a whole. However, this 
trend differs from the Lower City which has experienced a steady 
decline since 1974; 


0 The neighbourhoods have experienced a loss in its share of the City's 
population from 5.1% to 3.5%; | 


0 The neighbourhoods have a higher proportion of 15 - 24 and 25 to 34 
year olds than the City as a whole. Although these groups have the 
highest fertility rates, they are also the most mobile component of 
the population; 


o The proportion of seniors in the Corktown - Stinson Neighbourhoods 1s 
greater than the City. 


© There is a greater proportion of single-parent families in 
Corktown-Stinson than the City as a whole, 19.2% compared to 13.4% 
respectively; 


o British, French, Italian and German are the largest ethnic groups in 
the area; 


o Generally people have a higher level of education in these 
neighbourhoods than the City as a whole; 


Over three quarters of the dwelling units in the Corktown-Stinson 
neighbourhoods are apartments. This is significantly higher than the 
City which has only 36.3% of its dwelling units as apartments; 


There are less people per household in Corktown-Stinson (1.9 persons) 
than in the City (2.6 persons); 


Over 88% of the neighbourhood's residents rent their units; 


Residents in Corktown-Stinson are more mobile than in the rest of the 
City. Over 50% of the residents have lived in the dwellings for less 
than 3 years; 


The neighbourhood contain 0.4% of the City's assisted housing 
inventory; 


Households in Corktown-Stinson have generally lower incomes than 
residents in the City as a whole; 


Manufacturing and service industries are the largest employers of 
neighbourhood residents; 


The neighbourhood has nearly twice as high rate of utilization of 
social assistance (Family Benefits and Welfare) than the City as a 
whole.
